THREE POWERS CONFRONT HER. 


Would Depose Sultan but for the Com- 
bination Against Her. 
London, September 21.—At a meeting held 
tonight in Shoreditch to protest against 
the massacre of Christians by Turks, a 
most important antiouncement was made 
Which, it is believed, puts an end to all 
conjecture regarding the action that might 
be taken by the British government in the 
direction of stopping the massacres by 
force or deposing the sultan. :

GEO. F. CURTIS TWICE ARRES'TED 


Swiss Government Jails the Assistant 
Librarian by Mistake. 

Berne, September 21. An awkward mistake 
on the part of the Swiss detectives has 
caused great annoyance to Mr. George F. 
Curtis, of Washington, assistant librarian 


When Mr. Curtis arrived at Grindelwald 
he was pounced upon by detectives, who 
mistook him for a criminal from Monte- 
video, for whom they were searching. Mr. 
Curtis was locked up despite his energetic 
protests, but later the production of. his 
passport and other documents convinced 
them that they had made an error. He was 
therefore released and profuse apologies 
were made to him for the unfortunate mis- 
take. 

Mr. Curtis then proceeded to Geneva, 
where the police made the same mistake as 
to his identity, and he was again locked 
up. It was impossible for him to convince 
the authorities of Genevwa that he was not 
a criminal and finally he was compelled to 
telegraph to Hon, J. L. Peak, the American 
minister at Berne, telling him of his predic- 
ament. 

Mr. Peak at once laid the matter before 
the government, with the result that the

TYNAN WRITES EUSTIS 


Alleged Conspirator Says He Is an 
American Citizen. 
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SAYS CAN PROVE CITIZENSHIP 


Declares that He Will Be Put to Death 
in England. 


FRANCE HAS BEEN WARNED BY MR, EUSTIS 


United States Will Take Immediate 
Steps To Investigate His Case 
Thoroughly. 


Paris, September 21.—The fact that 
Patrick J. Tynan, the alleged dynamite con- 
spirator, who was arrested at Boulogne-sur- 
Mer, had appealed to Mr. Eustis, the Amer- 
ican ambassador to France, and to Presi- 
dent Cleveland, demanding protection as an 
American citizen, Was announced in the dis- 
patches of the Southern Associated Press 
on Tuesday last, but at that time the con- 
tenis of his letter were not known. 

It is now learned that fn his letter to Mr. 
Eustin, Tynan informs him of the fact of 
his arrival in the United States in March, 
is83, and given naturalization in 1888 He 
gives his place of residence in New York, 
enumerates the members of his family and 
refers to Judge Fitzgerald, Recorder Goff 
and Judge Roger A. Pryor as his friends 

He adds that he left New York with the 
object of making a European tour, but 
learning that he was being shadowed by 
English detectives, he traveled under an as- 
Sumed name. In the course of h'‘s travels 
he went to Italy, Belgium and France. It 
was his intention to return to New York 
on September 20th. 

Tynan pledges his honor that he has not 
taken part in any political affair in France 
and that he has done nothing beyond the 
ordinary sight-seeing of a tourist. He ap- 
peals to Mr. Eustis to use his influence to 
prevent his surrender to the sritish author- 
ities, for he says to hand him over to the 
Gritish government would certainly mean 
death for him. He recalls the help given 
by Irishmen to France at Fontenoy. In 
this connection he states that if Mr. Eustis 
will graciously urge his request for release 
on the French government and France will 
kindly permit him to depart for his home, 
both will receive the thanks of millions of 
the Irish throughout the globe. 

The letter is dated September i5th, but 
Mr. Eustis did not receive it until today. 
He immediately notified the French govern- 
ment of its receipt and informed it that 
Tynan was a citizen of the United States.

Dr. Bardwell Convinced that Defend- 


ant Was Insane. 


ACTIONS FORTY-EIGHT HOURS BEFORE CRIME 


Disease of Brain Was Brought on by 
Disease of the Ear, Producing 
Inability To Control Himself. 


Talbotton, Ga., September 21!1.—(Special.)— 
Ryder’s attorneys have worked hard all 
day to prove the prisoner insane at the 
time the murder was committed. 

Dr. A. E. McGarrity, of Atlanta, was the 
first witness presented and stated that ne 
was in Talbotton about the 20th of last 
March and saw Ryder at that time. 

“I talked insurance to him,”’ said the 
witness, ‘“‘and he told me to call at his 
office next day and he would take a 
policy. I called about 8 o’clock next morn- 
ing. He had a patient in the chair and 
asked me to call later. About two hours 
later I went back and he was sitting in 
his dental chair. I walked heavy to attract 
his attention and he did not seem to see 
me. I went up and spoke to him. He ask- 
ed me what I wanted. I told him I came to 
insure his life. He said he wanted no in- 
surance and had made no appointment with 
One 
night he kept me awake while he walked 
the floor in an excited manner.’’ 

Miss Linda Lee saw Ryder on Friday 
night and Saturday before the homicide. 

“Ryder said Friday night,’’ said Miss 
Lee, ‘“‘that the sound of his own voice was 
like the roaring of cannon. On Saturday 
evening he asked me what piece he had 
read at the club Friday night, saying he 
had suffered so much with his head and 
ear that he did not remember. He talked 
intelligently. Nothing happened to cause 
me to think him insane. He was restless 
that night and ran his hand through his 
hair and looked around wildly.” 

Miss Jessie Robins saw Dr. Ryder on 
Saturday afternoon with Miss Lee when 
he said his head hurt him so much he 
hardly remembered what he read. 

Mrs. J. L. Stinson was in Ryder’s office 
on Friday. She swore: ‘‘He did some work 
for me, but while it was satisfactory, he 
was rough. I thought from his conduct 
he was under the influence of liquor or an 
opiate. I did not smell any whisky, but 
[ know the men have a way of taking 
something to kill the smell.”’ 

Physician Testifies. 

Dr. E. L. Bardwell, when sworn, said: 

“I have treated Dr. Ryder for disease of 
the ear. He had inflammation of the middle 
ear and had acute attacks. [ gave Mr. 
Weston warning that at times he was 
likely to harm himself or someone else. 
After the homicide I saw him. He was 
in a stupor. He had a wound in the neck 
on the left side. I attributed his condition 


when I saw him to opiates, loss of blood | 


and immersion in the pond. He first be- 
gan to rally a little after midnight. [ 
treated him to counteract the effect of opi- 
ates. He would have died if these means 
had not been used. He was pulseless 
until noon next day. I discovered little 
discharge before he left Talbotton. Acute 
attacks are followed by discharge. In- 
flammation of middle ear is put down as an 
exciting cause of insanity. 1 think there 
is no doubt that he was insane at that 
time.’”’ 

“Suppose a young man in the condition 
of Dr. Ryder,’’ asked Mr. Worrill. “was 
insanely in love with a young lady, brought 
her to Talbotton, rode in a buggy and had 
private talks with her, showed all the 
Symptoms of pain shown by prisoner on 
Kriday and Saturday-and his restlessness 
at night in church, shot the young lady 
with a gun would you believe him insane?’ 

“Yes,’” was the answer. ‘‘I examined Ry- 
der and treated him in 1894,"" said Dr. Bard- 
well. “I gave Mr. Weston notice of his 
condition, but after the attack was over 
my apprehensions were allayed until he 
had another attack. 1 did not warn any 
other person for I did not think it neces- 
sary until he had another attack. At the 
tinre of the first attack he could not have 
walked.’’ 

“Suppose on the day of this homicide,’’ 
asked the state, “Dr. Ryder acted sanely 
upon all subjects up-to the time he com- 
mitted this crime.’’ 

“Jealousy and unrequieted love were the 
exciting cause of the mad act,’’ replied the 
witness. ‘ 

‘From what you have said and what you 
know, do you think he did not know 
right from wrong?’’ 

“7; 20 not;" 

‘Have you any reason to believe that on 
the night of the act he did not know 
right from wrong”’ 

“None in the world.’’ 

“On the occasion of this acute attack 
in 1894 did he not know right fronr wrong?’ 

“[ mean that his power of preventing 
himself from doing wrong was gone.’ 

Some Pointed Questions. 

“Doctor, if a young man is able to at- 
tend to his business on Saturday, visited 
ladies on Sunday, called at the house where 
the lady he loved passionately, and who 
would not return his love, was being visit- 
ed by a man of whom he is jealous, went 
off and prepared himself with a gun, came 
back and inspected the premises and then 
slipped up and shot her, would you say 
it was insanity?’ asked the state. 

“No,’’ was the reply. “If some things I 
have heard of Dr. Ryder’s life and habits, 
not proven here, were not true, it would, 
while not changing my opinion, render it 
not so satisfactory. Dr. Rousseau’s book 
on ‘Diseases of the Ear’ states that this 
disease often results in insanity, suicide, 
ete.’’ 

“When a man goes about coolly, without 
excitement, without any present evidences 
of acute pain, and shoots a young lady, 
don't you think it produced by something 
other than insanity?’ 

a | 

“Have you from the day of Dr. Rvyder’s 
recovery up to the commission of this act 
heard him say anything or seen him do 
anything that would make you believe him 
insane?’ 

“No. I will put it even stronger than 
that. I have never, up to this present mo- 
ment, seen him do anything that would 
make me believe him insane; yet, I believe 
him insane now. In case of violent action 
in cases of this kind, they are generally 
momentary, and do not show preparation 
or design. It is a fact that an insane per- 
son may be able to distinguish between 
right and wrong, and at the same time be 
unable to resist the impulse to do wsong. 
Cunning is generally manifested by per- 
sons who have been tnsane for some time.” 

“You say that you have heard things 
which, coupled with this man’s expression, 
makes you believe he has a history, 
which, if true, confirms your opinion of 
his insanity?’ 

“Yes; but prior to this homicide I never 
Suspected anything of this kind.’’ 

P. M. Weston testified that in 1894 Dr. 
Bardwell told him that Ryder was suffer- 
ing so much that he was likely to harm 
himself or some one else; that he ought to 
have him guarded. At one time during 
Ryder’s sickness he thought him insane, 


' a deputy marshal. 


but not since that time has he done any- 
thing to cause any suspicion of his insanity. 
Dr. Philpot stated that from what he 
had heard of the disease and of the crime, 
that he thought he must be insane. In an- 
Swer to the state’s question, ‘What do you 
think the cause of that insanity?’ he said 
that it was temporary insanity, the result 
of anger, jealousy and unfequitted love. 
Dr. Johnson, of Macon, was the old fam- 
lly physician of the Ryders. He said from 
his knowledge of the man, of the disease 
and the evidence of the crime, he believed 
him insane when the crime was committed. 
Mr. C. C. Grant was his room-mate for 
five months, and said that, while some- 
times Ryder did unusual things, such as 
dropping his clothes all over the floor when 
preparing to retire, and getting up and sit- 
ting by the fire for an hour or more some 
nights, he never saw any signs of insanity.

Ex-President Harrison Makes a 


Speech in Response to Calis. 
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HE SAYS WE WEED A COMPLETE NAVY

New York, September 21.—The battleship 
Indiana was presented today with a hand- 
some silver service by the citizens of the 
state in whose honor the crack fighter of 
the navy is named. 

The ceremonies of the presentation were 
simple, but impressive. The handsome 
silver set was spread out on the quarter 
deck aft and gathered about was a dis- 
tinguished company of naval and military 
men, a number of citizens of Indiana, and 
beautiful. well-gowned women. Grouped 
about on the turrets and the sides of the 
the Juck Tars in their natty 
costumes, all making a striking scene. 
One of the features of the day was a 
speech by ex-President Harrison, who was 
numbered among the guests. Nearly all 
the official party, including Governor Mat- 
thews, of Indiana, ex-President Harrison, 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy Mc- 
Adoo boarded the dispatch boat Dolphin 
at West Thirty-fourth street early in the 
morning and-sailed down the bay. Others 
proceeded to the Indiana by way of the 
ferry to Tompkinsville. 

The Dectphin came down to the man-of- 
war shortly before noon. The ships had 
been formed in indented column and as 
the Dolphin passed through the flagship 
New York gave a salute of seventeen guns, 
the Dolphin according with a response 
of thirteen guns. The Delphin proceeded 
out, giving the zuests a little excursion ent 
to sea. She returned soon after 2 o'clock 
and transferred her guests to the Indiana. 
In the meantime Admiral Bunce had come 
aboard from the flagship and was received 
by Captain Robley D. Evans, of the In- 
diana. 

The first of the party to come aboard 
from the Dolphin was ex-President Harri- 
son, who was warmly greeted by Admiral 
Bunce. The moment he stepped on deck 
the big guns of the whole fleet—the Raleigh, 
Massachusetts, Maine, Montgomery; Co- 
lumbia, New York and Indiana—thundered 
out twenty-one guns, the Indianas band 
played ‘“‘Hail to the Chief,”’ while the Jack 
Tars stood at quarters and saluted. The 
guests, some two hundred in all. formed 
a circle around the spot where the silver 
service was displayed. 

The ceremonies opened with a presenta- 
tion address by Governor Matthews, who 
took his position in front of the beautiful 
silver set. 

Governor Matthews was followed by First 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy McAdoo, 
who aecepted the service in behalf of his 
department and of Captain Evans. 

Ex-President Harrison Speaks. 

Mr. Charles R. Williams. of Indianapolis, 
the prime mover in starting the popular 
fund for the service, was the next speaker, 
and at the conciusion of this address there 
were cries for ex-President Harrison, who 
responded, saying in part: 

“We have wrought wonders in the build- 
ing of our navy. I recall with much regret 
the partisan jealousy manifested in recon- 
structing and rebuilding the navy when I 
was a senator. It mortified me then, and 
I rejoice now that we have passed that 
State of affairs and that congress doeg not 
pause now to consider whetner we have 4 
democratic or a republican secretary when 
asked to build additions to our navy for 
fear of building up the navy yard for elec- 
tion time. The progress made in our navy 
has bc€n amazing. The country of Europe 
had spent millions of dollars upon their 
navies while we fell behind for twenty-five 
years after our civil war. Now we come in 
to reap all the benefits of the blunders and 
outlaws of those countries. We have 
marched up to them until we now stand 
abreast of the great naval constructions of 
the world. Who says we shall not ego be- 
yond them”? 

America Must Lend Proper Protection. 

‘True, England has more ships than we 
have, but she needs every one of them to 
protect her interests. She must look out fer 
her numerous colonies and guard her va- 
rious interests, for some of the European 
nations are catchng up with her. But we 
do not need such a navy, however, we are 
a commercial people, and our commerce is 
extending. Qur people are scattered all 
over the earth. We send missionaries to 
far off lands. We must take cure of them. 
We must have ships to speak of our power 
at home, and if necessary let the command- 
er clear decks to protect our citizens from 
outrage abroad. 

“Our foreign poiley has not. been a senti 
mental one, but our sympathies have gone 
out to every one suffering for freedom. We 
are not going to seize other people's coun- 
tries. We are not a nation of filibusterers. 
gut other countries are stretching out. The 
world is not big enough for them, ‘They 
have come to the time like that which came 
to Alexander, when the world was not large 
enough. There is a hemisphere here tn 
which we have an interest. We have a 
watermelon, so to spe@k. and when it fs te 
be sliced. we are not going to aliow any 
body else to eat it all up. Our people ar: 
holding congresses of arbitration. Th's 
all very well, but do you notice that de 
mands fer indemnity are never made uopor. 
a country that has battleships like 
Hiow these ships do enforce a diplomat.c 
note. We must get out into the seas eve 
rywhere and look after our citizens. We 
don’t want to be treated like Africa. has 
been.”’ 

Mr. Harrison then proposed three cheers 
for the “good ship, the: officers and men, 
and the flag above her,’ and the cheers 
were heartily given.

LATTER IS DEAD IN BEYRUT 


Both Were Born in the Same Year and 
Grew Up Together—Were Class- 
mates at College.

Augusta, Ga., September 21.—(Special.)— 
The people of Augusta were doubly bereav- 
ed today by the intelligence that during the 
night W. A. Walton, known to everybody 
as Gus Walton, had died, and by a cable- 
gram to W. C. Gibson, announcing the 
death of Consul Thomas R.*»Gibson, at 
Beyrut, Syria. 

The two young men, born in the same 
year and attending the same school, the 
historic Richmond academy, were undoubt- 
edly the two most popular young men Au- 
gusta has ever known. It was an honor 
which went to them by common consent. 
There was none the of 
either, and it:is a sad caprice of fate that, 
divided by almost half the circumference 
of the earth, they should have passed away 
within twenty hours each other. Mr. 
Walton, who was a member of the cotton 
firm of Follin & Co., was born in Augusta 
in 1857. He was the son of Mr. A. William 
Walton, one of the ablest lawyers that ever 
graced the bar of Augusta. Gus Walton 
was a prominent business man, a 
member of the board of education, and for 
@ number of vears has been treasurer of the 
cotton exchange and board of trade. The 
type of vigorous young manhood, genial, 
well-informed, and kindly in all the rela- 
tions of life, he was conspicuous in society 
circles, a leader in the social functions of 
the community. His funeral will take place 
at 11 o'clock tomorrow. 

Gibson Was a Popular Man. 

The news of Consul Gibson's death com- 
ing at the same time saddened the 
community. No man ever lived in Augusta 
who was known, by more than 
Thomas Reuben Gibson. He was born July 
4, 1857, in Warrenton, Ga. His father was 
Sterling Gibson, a brother of the late Judge 
William M. Gibson, of the Augusta circuit. 
He died while Thomas was asmall boy, and 
the latter came to Augusta and attended 
the Richmond academy, and lived with his 
uncle, who was then superior court judge. 

It was then that his school fellows dub- 
bed him ‘Little Judge,’ and the namé 
stuck to him. Throughout his newspaper 
career he was referred to in the press of 
the state as ‘‘Little Judge’ Gibson. Hon John 
Temple Graves, Editor Pleasant A. Stovall, 
Speaker William H. Fleming, Horticultur- 
ist Hugh N. Starnes, of the state experi- 
ment station, were all classmates of Gibson 
at Athens and-his closest personal friends. 

Gibson was graduated from the Universi- 
ty in 1876. When Colonel Moore started 
The Augusta Evening News, the first after- 
noon paper. in the south, Gibson was em- 
ployed and remained with it until he left 
for his diplomatic appointment, in October, 
1893. Colonel Moore died some months be- 
fore Mr. Gibson's appointment, and when 
Gibson left the paper it did not long sur- 
vive. 

Gibson was a ploneer in introducing the 
society column into southern newspapers, 
and he made this a telling feature of The 
Evening News. He was first in all social 
matters himself and The Evening News 
kept the town informed in this field. In 
later wears the burden of the paper was 
upon Mr. Gibson's shoulders and he 
more serious editorial work. 

The Evening News was a strong supporter 
of Mr. Cleveland and of Hoke Smith, and 
the secretary hastened recognize Mr. 
Gibson’s claims on tHe administration by 
securing his appointment as consul to Bey- 
rut. 

After three years’ absence most men lose 
their hold upon a community, but the news 
of _— Gibson's death today created as 
wideSpread depression as though he had 
never left Augusta. 

Mr. Gibson had made a fine record as 
consul and had enjoyed perfect health dur- 
ing his three years’ stay. Letters have been 
recently received from him, and nobody 
knew of his illness until the announcement 
today of his death from smallpox. 

Owing to the contagious character of the 
malady his remains will probably not be 
brought home.

kind of policy he tells you that the peopie 
are suffering from low prices and that neo 
country ever suffered when prices were 
fairly remunerative in every field of labor. 

“Now let me read you again what he 
says in this same report: ‘This great indus- 
try (speaking of agriculture) is foremost 
in magnitude and importance in our coun- 
try. Its success and prosperity are vital to 
the nation. No prosperity is possible tu 
other industries if agricultural industries 
languish.’ 

“That is what he said in 1890, that there 
was depression in agriculture; after thirty 
years of his tariff and prosperity in agri- 
culture there could be no prosperity among 
the other industries of the country. 

“Let me read you just one other ex- 
tract: ‘The depression in agriculture is 
not confined to the United States. The 
reports of the agricultural department 
indicate that this distress is general, that 
Great Britain, France and Germany are 
suffering in a larger degree than the farm- 
ers of the United States.’ There he is 
telling you there is a depression in agricul- 
ture and giving the names of three promi|- 
nent agricultural nations of the old world 
and telling you that that agricultural de- 
pression is even more marked over there 
than it is here. I want you to remember 
that when you read in the papers that hé 
said that for thirty years we had such 
marvelous prosperity in this country. 
(Great applause.) 

Prince Bismarck to Gov. Culberson. 

“No, my friends, I have quoted you that 
he said that there was depression in agri- 
culture in Germany, I want to read you 
what Prince Bismarck says about the con- 
dition of affairs in German#¥. Our opponents 
are in the habit of telling us that all the 
civilized nations are in favor of the gold 
standard. 

“The Germans who live in this country 
point with a just pride to the greatness 
of the German Prince Bismarck. Let me 
read you what he has said within a few 
weeks in regard to bimetallism, and then 
see whether he testifies that the gold stand- 
ard has been a good thing for Germany. 
(Applause.) 

“In a letter written to Governor Culber- 
son, of Texas, and dated on the %4th of Au- 
Bust, 1896, Prince Bismarck said: ‘Your 
esteemed favor of July Ist has been duly 
received. I have always had a predilec- 
tion for bimetailism, but I would not, while 
In Office, claim my views of the matter to 
be infallibly true when advised against 
the views of experts. I hold to this very 
hour that it would be advisable to bring 
about between the nations chiefly engaged 
in the world’s commerce a mutual agree- 
ment in favor of the establishment of bi- 
metallism.’ 

“If the gold standard had been a blessing 
to Germany, why would he not say that it 
was better to keep the gold standard in- 
Stead of getting rid of the gold standard 
and substituting the double standard by 
international agreement? : 

“ “Considered from a commercial and in- 
dustrial standpoint, the United States are 
freer by far in their movements than any 
hation in Europe, and hence if the people 
of the United States should find it com- 
patible with their interests to take pres- 
ent action in the direction of bimetallism 
I cannot but believe that such action would 
exert a most salutary influence upon the 
consummation of international agreement 
and the coming into this league of every 
Kuropean nation.’ 

“We have those among our people who 
have said that some other nation must take 
the lead. Prince Bismarck says that the 
people of the United States are freer by 
far in their movements than the nations 
of Europe. Can it be that this great Ger- 
man statesman: has a higher conception of 
the ability of the people of the United 
States than the tories who are not willing 
to do anything until they ask consent of 
Other nations? (Great applause and cheer- 
ing.) 

“Not gnly does Prince Bismarck say that 
Wwe are freer to take action than other 
nations, but he says if we act it will exert 
a& most salutary influence upon the consum- 
mation of international agreement and the 
coming into this league of every European 
nation. Prince Bismarck testifies first, the 
gold standard is the policy in Germany and 
he wants bimetallism restored: he testifies, 
second, that the United States in the 
best position of all the states to take the 
lead. He testifies, third, that if this nation 
takes the lead, it will have salutary influ- 
ence, not in preventing bimetallism, but 
bringing other nations of Europe into an 
international agreement. I desire that you 
all remember this testimony, coming from 
so distinguished an authority in Germany. 

Protection Against the Drones. 

“Let me call your attention to another 
thing which Prince Bismarck said. Our 
opponents tell us that we are arraying one 
class against another. Let me show you 
what Prince Bismarck has said in regard 
to the classes on the questions which con- 
cern agricultural depressions. 

“A little more than a year ago he was 
quoted as saying to a farmer in Germany 
that the farmers must stand _together and 
protect themselves from the drones of 
society who produce nothing but. laws. 
(Great applause.)

Significance of those 
words, “that the farmers must stand to- 
gether and_protect themselves from the 
drones of society who produce nothing but 
laws. (Great applause.) 

“‘My- friends, ‘divide society into two 
Classes; on the one side put the non-pro- 
ducers and on the other side put the pro- 
ducers of wealth and you will find that in 
this country the majority of the laws are 
made by the non-producers instead of the 
producers of wealth, and just as long as 
the non-producers make the laws, just 
so long it will be more profitable to be a 
non-producer of wealth. 

“Bismrarck tried to arouse the farmers 
of Germany to throw out these drones and 
take charge of legislation themselves. | 
Suppose they will call Bismarck an agi- 
tator. (Laughter and applause.) J] suppose 
they will say that he ought not to array 
one class of society against another. Of 
course I do not know how drones fee] in 
a bee hive, but if drones could talk and 
make speeches I will bet that you could 
not tell one of their speeches from the 
Speeches made by the heads of those 
great trusts who call everybody anarchists 
who do not believe with them. (Applause.) 

“TI will venture that if a drone could talk 
and write and express his ideas in lan- 
guage, that there is not a member of a 
Syndicate that has been beating this gov- 
ernment but who could take the drone’s 
speech and use it as his own, and without 
being accused of plagiarisnyr. (Great ap- 
plause.) ; 

“My friends, that is the only class issue 
that we raise, and if to Say the people who 
fight the nation’s battles in time of war 
have a right to the legislating in time of 
peace, 1S raising class against class, then [I 
am willing to be called an agitator, my 
friends.’’ (Great applause and cheers.) 

After his speech the candidate Was taken 
to the Pennsylvania station and left for 
Wilmington at 3:47 p. m. 

Two Speeches at Wilmington. 

Wilmington, Del., September 21.—On the 
trip from Dover to Wilmington Mr. Bryan 
made a short speech at New Castle, where 
a stop of about half an hour was made, to 
a large audience. His car was detached, 
leaving the train to proceed to Wilmington, 
and was picked up again by an excursion 
special. He reached Wilmington at 5:50 
o'clock and was received at the railway 
Station by several hundred, perhaps a thou- 
sand, people, who cheered him heartily, 
Mr. Bryan was escorted by the local re- 
ception committee to the (Sayton house 
where he will sleep tonight.

Washington, September “1 —Senator Stew- 
art has addressed the following letter to 

the secretary of the treasury- i 

‘“I'nited States Senate, Washington, reel 
tember 19, 1896—Hon,. John G. Carlisie, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Sir: In a letter 
copied and published in the public stage 
you September 12th, from Bar Harbor, Me., 
to Mr. James P. Helm, of Louisville, pre 
there is recited therein as follows, to-wit: 

‘“Whenever the secretary of the treas- 
urv shall be satisfied that the silver dollar 
cannot be kept equal in purchasing power 
with the gold dollar, except by receiving 
it in exchange for the gold dollar, wigen 
such exchange 18 demanded, it will be his 
duty to adopt that course.’ 

“1 If you are correctly reported in the 

above exiract from said letter, then and in 
that event I will thank you to refer me to 
the authority of the law under and vy 
which the secretary of the treasury could 
and would exchange silver dollars for gold 
dollars. 
“2? Would silver dollars so exchanged for 
gold dolars be reissued for gold dollars 
upon demand therefor and under conditions 
similar to those existing at said first eX- 
chinge, and, if.so, would such exchange 
be kept up as silver dollars were presented 
for exchange for gold dollars and unaer 
like conditions, and, if so, please refer me 
to the authority of law under and by which 
such reserve and exchange would be so 
made and continued” 

“2 1 would also thank you to inform me 
how gold would be suplied to the treasury 
to maintain and continue said exchange 
of gold dollars for silver dollars, and also 
to refer me to the authority of law for pro- 
curing, securing and maintaining in the 
treasury adequate and sufficient in quanti- 
ty for making, repeating and continuing 
such exchange. 

Wants the Law. 

“4 You stated in your circular of July 1}, 
1896, entitled ‘Information Respecting 
United States Bonds, Paper Currency, Coin, 
Ete..’ that gold coins and siandard silver 
dollars, being standard coins of the United 
States, are not redeemable. 

‘What new law or statute have you dis- 
covered since the publication of your pam- 
phlet on the Ist of July last, or what new 
orders have you received which do not ap- 
pear in the statute books? I am anxious to 
ascertain what inspired your offer to ex- 
change gold for silver dollars and silver 
certificates. Are there enough options to 
redeem greenbacks and treasury notes in 
gold or silver to surrender to gold gamblers 
demanding gold to furnish you excuses for 
the sale of United States bonds? Do you 
intend to sell bonds enough. before your 
term of office expires to buy gold to re- 
deem not only the treasury notesand green- 
backs, but also to redeem the silver doi- 
lars and silver certificates now outstand- 
ing? I know that you will not issue bonds 
under any circumstances until afier elec- 
tion. The time for issuing five or six hun- 
dred millions of bonds will be very short 
after the 3d of November betore your power 
in that respect will terminate. For what 
purpose, then, have you made this ofier 
to gold gamblers at this particular time? 
Was it for the purpose of restoring confi- 
dence in your ability to wreck the treasury 
or for the purpose-of including the Roths- 
childs combination to invest large sums of 
money to buy votes for McKinley in order 
that they may continue to enjoy the boun- 
ties which a gold administration confers 
on its friends without regard to residence 
or nationality?

Free Turnpike Raiders Have Nearly

Springfield, Ky., September 21.—The free 
turnpike mob de@siroyed five tollgates Sat- 
urday night and three last night. These 
two raids leave only five gates standing in 
Washington county, the raiders having de- 
stroyed forty-three in all. Saturday night 
the mob rode up to the Tick Creek pike 
gates while it was guarded by twelve men. 
The leader of the mob was ordered to take 
his men away or go to jail. The mob then 
leveled shotguns at the guards and forced 
them to surrender. The mob forced the 
guards to cut the gate down and drove 

them back to town. 

Two of the raiders, Joe Settles and 
Charies Miller, were in court today on the 
charge of destroying tollgates, but nothing 
could be proved against them, and they 
were discharged.

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Strikers in Colorado Attack the Shaft 
Houses and Kill Miners. 


DEATH DEALING BATTLES 


Striking Workers Have Grown Des- 
perate in Leadville. 


FOUR MEN ARE KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Governor Has Ordered Out the Militia 
ond Property Is To Be Protected. 
Situation Last Night. 


Leadville, Col., September 21.—Leadville 
is a battle ground today and the Coronada 
mine is the scene of a desperate engage- 
ment between strikers and the twenty 
men who are working in and living at the 
mine. 

The bloody hand of lawlessness and an- 
archy, by the use of dynamite bombs, burn- 
ed the Coronada shafthouse and made a 
forced attack on the miners, but the at- 
tacking party was driven from their ground 
with three of their members mortally 
wounded and two seriously injured. 

Thea most atrocious crime committed 
during this lawless attack was the shoot- 
ing and mortally wounding of Jerry 
O'Keefe, who was doing his duty as a 
fireman in triyng to extinguish the blaze 
that, despite the efforts of the fire depart- 
ment, consumed four dwelling houses as 
well as the Coronado shafthouse and out- 
buildings. 

But the bloody work of the strikers was 
not confined alone to the Coronado mine, 
A lawless mob gathered around the Em- 
mett, a little after the attack on the Coro- 
nada, but the men at the Emmett were 
ready for the attack and when the crowd 
appeared such a volley of bullets was fired 
that the mob found it unsafe to go further 
in its nefarious work. Not one of the 
members was killed, but Jerry Mahoney, 
a miner, living near the Resurrection, who 
happened to be coming along the road at 
the time, walked between the strikers and 
the men on the inside and with the first 
volley was shot, probably fatally. 

At El Paso also, the men were attacked 
by strikers, but they left the shafthouse 
and sought cover under bushes close by. 
Here they were awaiting the attack of the 
strikers, but the latter did not come near 
the property, content themselves with 
firing about 100 shots into the shafthouse. 
Armed men also prowled into the shaft- 
house, but did not come close enough to 
throw dynamite bombs and fire the build- 
ings. <A great quantity of giant powder 
was burned outside the fence of the Em- 
mett mine, but no harm was done by it. 
This powder was brought to blow up the 
Emmett shafthouse, but the _ resistance 
made by the men on the inside foiled the 
plans, and fearing to be caught 
powder in their possession they

No one is able to identify either Benson or 
Weir, their names being Known by letters in 
their pockets. 

William Higgins, who mortally 
wounded in the affair, bullet 
wounds in his right arm and one, which is 
pronounced dangerous, just below the ab- 
domen, This ball is lodged in his stomach 
and Dr. Jeanotte says it will prevent his 
recovery. Higgins is not more than twenty 
years of age. 

John Mahoney is not dead, but the doctors 
say he cannot live, and will probably die to- 
night. Mahoney is not a striker, although 
he is a union miner. He was working a 
lease with two others and they were with 
him when he was shot, but none of the men 
knew they had walked into a death trap 
until Mahoney was pierced by a ball and 
fell from his horse. 

O’Keefe and Mahoney are single men and 
it is believed that Benson and Weir are also 
single. 

Under orders of the governor several com- 
panies of state militia are on the way to 
Leadville from Denver, Colorado Springs 
and Pueblo to strengthen the local military 
force of three companies. 

What the Mine Owners Say. 

The miners were organized recently by 
the western federation of miners, and al- 
most every mine worker was in the union 
when their demands were made. 

The miners ask $3 a day for all classes of 
workmen, including surface and wunder- 
ground men. 

The employers declared at the beginning 
of the trouble that they were willing to 
continue paying the wages which had pre- 
vailed in Leadville to that time. Under 
that scale surface workers were paid only 
$2.50, and practically the only change the 
union proposes is the advance of the wages 
of this class of men to $3. 

The mine owners have refused to listen to 
any proposition from the employes. They 
insist that the governor, the courts and the 
newspapers are with the miners and it 
would be impossible for them to manage 
their own property if they made any con- 
cessions. The courts say they are power- 
less unless the sheriff. brings offenders with- 
in their jurisdiction. 

The mine owners explain that the sheriff 
holds the key to the situation and is in 
league with the strikers. 

Militia Beginning To Arrive. 

Tonight the city of Leadville is quict, and 
saloons all choved and the people who are 
on the streets are standing idly about 
talking discreetly low.

sist the deputy sheriffs and police depart- 


ment in patrolling the camp. 

The First regiment, from Denver, with 
the Chaffe Light artillery and a troop of 
cavalry, will reach Leadville before mid- 
night. While no one can predict with cer- 

ht, the min- 
tainty the outcome of the night, 
ers and mine operators who talk say that 
there will be no further trouble until the 
military returns home. 

“The men who did the work last night 
are a set of cowards,” said a mine operator. 
this evening. “They will do nothing save in 
a sneaking way. They prefer to overpower 
some helpless man by_numbers and brutally 
assault him. We learned tonight that 
the miners had a meeting today and that 
three men were detailed to shoot down Mr. 
R. B. Esty, the manager of the Coronado, 
on sight. They will never do it. They are 
too cowardly. For weeks he has walked 
through the streets to and from the mines, 
and though they have railed at him, they 
never dared touch him. His courage nas 
been wonderful throughout these whole 
troubles. We can never hope for @ settle- 
ment of this trouble until the government 
places the camp under martial law and thus 
override the local arthorities, courts, sher- 
iffs and mayor. The camp has been under a 
reign of terror and all officers of the law 
have been intimidated. No punishment can 
be imposed upon offenders except through 
a military court, and until this is done we 
need not hope for peace.” 

The miners, on the other hand, deplore 
the whole matter and seem disposed to lay 
the blame upon outsiders—ruffans who 
have flocked te the scene of the trouble. 
The destruction of the Coronado has final- 
ly aroused the law-abiding citizens to take 
steps for a summary treatment of the 
trouble hereafter. 

Vigilance Committee Formed. 

This afternoon a meeting was held in the 
opera house and a document received two 
hundred signatures, which is practically an 
agreement to stand together to protect life 
and property. 

In short, it is a vigilance committee. 

There is a rumor afloat that John Auburn, 
president of the Miners’ Union, has left the 
city and officers and citizens unite in say- 
ing that many familiar faces have suddenly 
disappeared. 

That there was to be trouble last night 
was clearly understood by the mine oper- 
aters and many of the miners, but they 
kept the information to themselves. The re- 
port was that the Emmet mine, being -lo- 
cated further out of the town limits than 
the Coronado, was to be assaulted, and the 
men were warned to be watchful. At the 
Coronado two officers were on duty and 
they were warned to be vigilant, while with- 
in all preparations were made for a warm 
reception of the strikers. 

Until midnight no evidence of trouble was 
apparent. The streets were deserted and 
all was quiet about the Coronado. But mid- 
night was evidently the time set by the 
assailants to make an attempt to stop the 
Coronado mine from working. The resi- 
dents near by were mysteriously warned to 
get out of harm's way. Small groups of 
men ran up the streets or lurked in dark 
corners. It is said that a policeman’s warn- 
ing whistle was heard just as the attack 
began. The first indication of danger to 
the twenty men within was the dropping of 
a dark object within the inclosure near the 
oil tank. There was a moment of splutter- 
ing fire and a terriffic detonation. 

Dynamite, Then Small Arms. 

It was a weapon which the miners know 
well ‘how to use—a stick of giant powder. 

Another stick followed the first, and then 
a third, and with these a fusillade of small 
arms. 

Volley after volley was poured into the 
inclosure from two sides. The high outer 
fence and the inner barricade, however, 
were evidently designed wisely, for no one 
within was injured. 

The giant powder soon ignited the wood- 
work, broke the pipe which conveyed the 
crude fuel oil from the reservoirs to the 
battery of boilers, and the oil igniting, 
great sheets of flame quickly illuminated 
the scene. 

Then amidst a rain of bullets and giant 
powder, with the immediate danger of ex- 
ploding of oil tank and steam boilers, the 
twenty men fought as only men under 
such conditions could fight. For fully half 
an hour the shooting continued until 1:45 
o'clock when the flames of the engine 
house spread so rapidly that the defending 
party had to take refuge in a tunnel un- 
der the cribbing, where they made a last 
stand for defense. They were caught like 
rats in a trap. It was certain death to 
remain, as fire would consume them if they 
were not murdered by the enemy. 

There was only one alternative and they 
took it. 

Some made a rush, leaping the fence; 
G@thers took the trestle across Orange 
street, running the gauntlet of a galling 
fire, to the dump, where they made their 
escape. The explosion of giant powder and 
the rattle of small arms aroused the whole 
city and the glare of the flames brought 
the fire department to the scene. 

One line of hose was laid and Jerry 
O’Keefe, foreman of Hose Company No. 
~ seized the nozzle. He stood on the corner 
of Seventh and Orange streets and the 
stream had just begun to come when a 
bullet fired from behind sent O'Keefe to the 
earth, bleeding from a mortal wound. 

Armed men were hidden in various places 
about the Coronado shaft and prevented the 
firemen from working. The hoge cart with 
Fire Marshal Evroder and one other fire- 
man drove along Orange street and when 
beneath the trestle started to reel off hose. 

They had the line almost laid when 
three men leaped from behind the house 
at the northeast corner of the alley. 

“Drop that hose!” was the command, 
three revolvers were leveled at the marsha! 
and his men, The three were compelled to 
retire, The immense fuel oil tank was now 
& mass of flames. Already the houses in 
the vicinity were beginning to crackle and 
blaze. At this moment an armed force ap- 
peared on the scene. From the direction of 
Peta avenue rushed citizens of the 
Hg ogame with winchesters ready to pro- 

; property. The attacking party 
then disappeared. 


Another Body Is Found. 

About 2:30 o’clock the sound of musketry 
was ‘heard in the direction of Emmett mine, 
and soon the thunder of discharged giant 
powder followed. The fight made by the 
men there was so terriffic that the assail- 
ants were soon ready to retire. The only 
damage done at the Emmett was the de- 
struction of a small fence enclosing the 
property. 

That several were wounded is certain, 
and after dark tonight the dead body ot 
Mike Dougherty was found near by and 
taken to the undertaker’s. This makes a 
death roll of five of the attacking party. 

The Conorado property is but seven blocks 
from Harrison avenue, and is surroundea 
by small residences. Three of these were 
totally destroyed, a joss of $3,009. 

The firemen and citizens worked until 
the sun rose over Breece hill before the 
flames were stayed. The band of dyna- 
a had not- overlooked the Maid of 

rin. 

It was doomed to struction, but the 
presence of mind of m McCummings 
saved it. During the fight of the early 
morning some one set the shafthouse afire, 
McCummings discovered it and extinguish- 
ed the flames before any serious damage 
was done. 

An investigation showed that there was 
sufficient giant powder beneath the floor

Then Dies Suddenly, 


yin EFFORTS MADE TO LOCATE THE SPOT 


Mer. Work by Light of a Lantern and 
Carry Away Something Heavy. 
Tell-Tale Hole Left Behind. 
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Marietta, Ga.., September 21.—(Special.)— 
A pot of gold is thought to have been dug 
up Saturday night in a lot belonging to Mr. 
J. H. Boston, Western and Atlantic depot 
wgent at this place. 

Mr. Boston recently purchased a lot sit- 
vated on Chureh street, a part of the es- 
tate of R, Hirsch, deceased. 

It has been understood for years that a 
large pot of gold was buried somewhere 
on the lot, and many peole have searched 
for it. The lot was once plowed over with 
a jong plow in hopes that the pot would 
be unearthed, but it was not found. 

Old inhabitants say that during the war 
a rich old man, who owned the lot, buried 
a large sum of gold to hide it from the 
yankees, and soon afterwards died without 
revealing whereabouts. Be this as it 
may, it is certain that some one went there 
last Saturday night and made a search 
for comerthing. 

The Marietta Baptist church is on this 
lot and about fiftecn feet behind the church 
is a large tree. 

In a straight line back of the church, And 
just five feet in a northeast direction from 
the tree a large hole was dug about three 
feet deep. The bottom of the hole is slick 
and round and looks like a pot had latn 
there for yeers. 

Mr T. M. Brumby, who lives next to the 
Baptist church, 

“There were parties at this place Thurs- 
day and Friday nights. On Saturday night 
about 10 o'clock | heard and saw them 
digging over there and went down to the 
cross fence to what was up. IJ asked 
who it was and what it was. but no one 
answered: they had a lantern, but blew it 
out, and 1 went back to my front veranda. 
The digging went on and I afterwards heard 

‘the nick strike what seemed to be some 
metallic substance and one of the diggers 
said, ‘Now vou can lift it out,’ and some- 
thing was taken out and carried away. I 
don't know what it was or who it was.”’ 

Mr. Brumby is president of the Brumby 
Chair Company and has lived next to the 
lot in question for several years. 

Another gentleman who lives just across 
the street saw the men come from the hole 
bearing something between them and put it 
in a buggy and drive off with it. 

One gentleman who saw the diggers rec- 
ognized one as Mr. Clark, who an old 
miner, and Mr. J. H. Boston was seen com- 
ing from that direction about the time the 
digging was finished.

NEW YORK’S FIRST CHINAMAN., 


Ah Ken Arrived From the Celestial 

Kingdom Thirty-Eight Years Ago. 
From The New York Evening Sun. 

No battle ships with their guns and thun- 
der belching forth a welcome greeted Ah 
Ken when he arrived on these shores: no 
one carried Ah Ken down the gang plank. 
The only policeman whom Ah Ken met 
looked at him with suspicion and told him 
to move on and move quickly. A few per- 
sons looked curiously. at the first China- 
man to come to this city, and some chil- 
dren followed the stranger up the street, 
wondering what manner of man the yel- 
low creature with the bright colored jacket 
and loose trousers was. 

Ah Ken arrived in this city in 1858. Chi- 
nese immigration had never been. encour- 
aged, and the stranger was looked upon as 
an intruder. Ah Ken hired a small tumble- 
down house on Mott street, and with what 
little money he possessed erected a Street 
stand in Park row and began in the to- 
bacco business. He sold ‘the choicest Ha- 
vana goods, imported directly from Con- 
necticut and raised in Jersey, at the mod- 
erate price of two for three cents. Unlike 
the Chinamen of the present day, Ah Ken 
smoked the paper-rolled cigarette. 
He was a slave to tobacco, but smoked 
small cigars. He was seldom seen without 
one of these weeds in his mouth. 

From the time that Ah started in busi- 
the prejudice that was felt against 
him began to disappear. His quiet, unob- 
trusive manners won him respect and es- 
teem. and his trade began to grow. Ah Ken 
wrote to China of the success which he 
was meeting, and advised his countrymen 
to follow his example. The other Chinamen 
began .to arrive, and as they came they 
all seemed to meet with success under Ah 
Ken’s guidance. Like Ah Ken, they went 
to Mott street to live, and soon there was 
a score or more Chinamen in the city. The 
small settlement on Mott street began to be 
known as Chinatown. 

On their first arrival in the city some of 
the Chinamen established street stands, 
just as Ah Ken had done; others opened 
laundries, and a few who had some money 
opened stores on Mott street. One of the 
characteristics of the Chinaman is to at- 
tend strictly to his own business. This, to- 
gether with their thrift, had a telling effect 
on the people of this city during the days 
of Ah Ken and the early Chinese residents 
of the town. They began to be recognized 
as useful citizens. Their laundry work was 
superior to the work done by the Ameri- 
cans, and the Chinese were soon in de- 
mand as laundrymen. 

Ah Ken in the meantime had amassed 
what to a Chinaman was a small fortune. 
He had an excellent trade, but he seemed 
to long for more congenial surroundings. 
He sold out his tobacco stand and pur- 
chased a small store on Mott street. In 
this Ah Ken was even more successful 
than he had been in the first venture. His 
countrymen regarded him about as the 
Americans regarded Columbus. His counsel 
was sought by the other Chinamen, and he 
became known as Ah Ken the Wise. 

Ah Ken, in spite of his associations with 
the Americans, did not acquire any of the 
American habits. He stuck to his native 
dress and encouraged other Chinamen to 


be strictly Chinese. 
Ah Ken is now dead, but he will always 
be looked upon as the founder of the Chi- 


nese settlement in this city.

UNCLE SAM IS AHEAD. 


This Country Leads the World in the 
Manufacture of Paper. 
he New York Sun. 

gr vom the number of paper factories In 
the United States has decreased 20 per cent 
during the last fifteen years, the product 
of American factories during the same 
period has increased 40 per cent, and the 
present capacity of the paper mills of the 
United States is 300.000 tons a year. More 
than $100,000,000 is invested in the paper 
factories of the country, which number 
700, and the total number of employes in 
them is larger than our standing army. 

For many years, during the time that 
rag paper or straw paper was the stand- 
ard, Great Britain stood at the Mead of 
the world’#@ producers, and manufactured 
not only sufficient for the home demand, 
which is very extensive, but also had a 
surplus left over for export to other coun- 
tries, whereas the American product of pa- 
per was insufficient even for home require- 
ments. With, however, the discovery of the 
utility of wood pulp for paper making and 
the process whereby the cost of paper 
has been reduced from 12% to 2% cents @ 
pound, the United States has been steadity 


—— 


pushing ahead and are now not only in 
advance of Great Britain, but are ihcreas- 
ing their lead rapidly. Germany follows 
Great Britain closely, and may soon over- 
take it in paper making. 

The raw material, including both wood 
pulp, rags, bagging, wood fiber and cotton 
waste which enter into the composition of 
paper, represents a total investment in all 
the countries which have authentic figures 
of paper manufacture of $1,000,000,000, and 
the chemicals used for dyeing or coloring 
papers, particularly high grade note paper, 
involve a further expenditure of $50,000,000. 
The ingredients which enter into the com- 
position of paper of various kinds, in addi- 
tion to those already given, are divided, 
accoming to their serviceableness, into 
linen rags, which yield 50 per cent of paper 
from the amount of material used, wool- 
len rags which yield 60 per cent, and cot- 
ton rags which, by improved process, yield 
65 per cent. 

New York and Massachusetts stand at 
the head of the States in respect to the 
amount of paper manufactured. With the 
Cheapening of the cost of paper not only 
have new uses been found for it (they have 
railway tracks made of paper in Germany, 
and paper pencils are no longer a novelty 
in New York) but the demand for paper 
has increased enormously. This is partic- 
ularly noticeable in newspapers, the size 
of which has, in Many cases, been increas- 
ed to correspond to the reduction in price. 
Moreover. cheaper vaper has hoc™e enor- 
mously the business of the publication of 
books and magazines. This reduction of 
cost in bookmaking by which a vvuiume 
that, a few years ago, cost $1, is now 
sold for 15 or W cents, has had one odd re- 
sult, as is shown in the general decline of 
private libraries, for, with the cheapening 
of books, the incentive for collecting them 
seems to have departed, excent in the case 
of rare books, or those valued on account 
of the beauty of the binding or illustra- 
tions.

He Was Never Asked To Play and 
Sing After His First Exhibition. 


From The Illustrated American. 

The immortal humorist never lets an op- 
portunity slip to use his peculiar logic— 
logic that was even convincing, and logic 
for which he is famous the world over. An 
instance occurred many years ago in Car- 
son City, the capital of Nevada, where 
Twain spent several weeks as an official in 
the legislature. That was long before he 
wrote his celebrated jumping frog story, 
or even dreamed of “Tom Sawyer” and 
“Huckleberry Finn,’ 

He was attending a swell gathering one 
evening at the residence of Governor Brad- 
ley. and toward midnight, as the amuse- 
ments began to lag, some merry idiot 
spread the information around that Sam 
Clements was a great vocalist and could 
accompany himself on the piano. The 
very suggestion was sufficient to induce 
Mrs. Bradley to call on Twain in her most 
gracious manner. 

“I tell you, my dear madam,” said the 
humorist, after considerable coaxing had 
been spent, ‘“‘the kind of music I play is 
entirely too classical to offer at this hour. 
The pguests woudn't understand it. i

would have been glad to entertain you at 
the early stage of the festivities, but it is 
bad policy to play classical music near 
midnight. If you really insist, I will do 
as you wish, but let me warn you, before I 
touch the keys, that my music will bring 
forth severe criticism from most every- 
in the room.

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CATCHING A DEER. 


A Hunter’s Unsuccessful Attempt to 
Capture a Fawn Alive.

Catching a wild deer by the tail is not to 
be recommended as a first-class way to get 
venison, but it is a good way for a consci- 
entious man while shooting deer is pro- 
hibited by law. 

The process of grabbing deer by the tail 
is full of difficulty, but it is not to be com- 
pared, in that respect, with hanging on 
after getting a grab on. the tail.

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Bismarck and Bimetallism. 

It is perfectly well know that those 
who favor postponing action on the sil- 
ver question until Europe shall agree 
to remonetize silver are, at heart, advo- 
cates of the single gold standard. They 
are aware of the fact that there ean 
mever be an international agrélement 
until independent action by the United 
States forces the European nations to 
take the matter up. : 

Nevertheless, we call the attention of 
all who pretend to favor international 
bimetallism to the letter which Prince 
Bismarck: has written to Governor Cul- 
berson, of Texas. “I hold,” says this 
greatest and most successfw of European 
statesmen, “that this is the very hour 
that would be advisable to bring about 
between the nations chiefly engaged in 
the world’s commerce a mutual agree- 
ment in favor of the establishment of 
bimetallism.” 

This being the hour for bringing inter 
national bimetallism, what does Prince 
Bismarck think will best promote the 
movement? He does not leave us in 
doubt. He cannot but believe, he de- 
clares, that independent action by the 
United States “would exert a most salu- 
tary influence upon the consummation 
of international agreement.” 

Prince Bismarck does not say why he 
holds this belief, but such an explana- 
tion is not necessary. It already 
been giyen by such scientific thinkers 
as Otto Arendt and other German au- 
thorities, and by such practical finan- 
ciers as William Lidderdale, Henry 
Gibbs and W. H. Grenfell. It is this— 
that independent action by a nation as 
powerful as the United States would 
compel the gold standard countries to 
seek an agreement in order to preserve 
their trade with the = silver-using 
countries. 

In short, every interest, both in this 
country and in Europe, that is not con- 
trolled by the great banking influence. 
clearly perceives that the only possible 
solution of the money question—the only 
road to international bimetallism—lies 
through independent action by the 
United States. On the other hand. they 
perceive quite as clearly that the de- 
feat of Bryan in this election will prove 
to be the most serious. setback that 
bimetallism could possibly receive. 

That is why Professor Arendt, in his 
letter to The New York Journal, de- 
clared that the producer in this coun- 
try—the farmer or the wage-earner—who 
refused to vote for Bryan could be 
charged with the folly of cutting his 
own throat. 

There is but One way to secure inter- 
national bimetallism. It must be 
forced, and the only way to force it is

The Moral Aspect of the Money Ques- 
tion. 

The Springfield Republican, which is 
inclined to discuss the money question 
with some degree of fairness, makes 
reply to some questions recently put to 
it by The Constitution. But it is worthy 
of note that our contemporary lays 
aside the parasol of morality which it 
elevated over the matter .a while ago. 
And this was the nub (as it were) 
of the whole matter—the affair that at- 
tracted our attention; for The Republican 
drew the line of morality across the 
Whole discussion when it contended that 
to cheapen the dollar by raising prices 
would be unjust and pernicious. But it 
went farther and said that while it 
would be unjust and pernicious to 
cheapen the dollar by independent ac- 
tion, it would be entirely just—that is 
to say, not immoral—to cheapen the 
dollar by means of an _ international 
agreement. 

This point The Republican is now 
careful to evade, and it is well that it 
does so, for there is no question that, 
hastily and without due consideration, 
it crawled into a hole from which it 
could not emerge without doing damage 
to its bib and tucker. There 
are, as our  contemporarv SAYS, 
differences in degree, but there 
are no degrees in morality. There 
is a good deal of difference between 
stealing a dime and stealing a thousand 
doliars: but it is not a moral difference. 
It is just as immoral to steal a dime 
as it is to steal a thousand dollars. 
Consequently, if it is unjust to cheapen 
the dollar by independent action, it is 
equally unjust to cheapen it by inter- 
national agreement—and the proportion 
of cheapness has nothing whatever to 
do with the question. 

The Republican says that if action by 
the United States should bring -and 
keep the metals to a parity at 16 to 1, 
the effect would not be different from 
that of international bimetallism; that 
is to say, if free coinage here wou!d 
enhance the value of silver and reduce 
the value of gold to the point where 
the two metals would cireulate at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, this would be as good 
as international bimetallism. 

And yet this would involve the cheap- 
ening of the dollar, which, strange to 
say, The Republican declares would not 
be an “honest” or.a “fair” measure un- 
less it was extended over a series of 
ten or twenty years. Nevertheless, it 
would be both “honest” and “fair.” ac- 
cording to The Republican, should it 
come as the result of an international 
agreement. 
~ We do not imagine that our able con- 
temporary is trifling with its readers, 
but it seems to have involved itself in 
a hopeless muddle of argument. Every- 
body understands, of course, that the 
present level of prices was not reached 
gradually, but by two distinct conyul- 


| slons—one in 1878 and the other in 
1893. The first of these convulsions fol- 
lowed the demonetization of silver by 
this country. The second, and by far 
the worst, followed the closing of the 
Indian mints to silver. 

Did these crashes, by means of which 
billions of property values were de- 
stroyed, represent measures that were 
“honest” and “fair?’ During the past 
three years the fall in prices has no 
precedent in the history of the country. 
We refer to these things not because 
they are new discoveries, but because 
they serve to mark the lack of consider- 
ation which a leading New England 
newspaper las for the interests of a, vast 
majority of the American people, while 
it twines its tenderest regards about the 
men who have conspired to precipitate 
the collapse in prices and _ property 
values, 

To say that the attitude of The Re- 
publican is remarkable would be to 
strain a point. The peculiarity of it is 
that it is wholly indefensible on moral 
or business grounds.

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A Ridiculous Argument. 

Colonel John R. Fellows, of New York, 
is the only advocate of the single gold 
standard who has had the hardihood to 
come out squarely and declare that a 
200-cent dollar is a good thing for the 
people of this country. 

such, however, is the proposition 
Which the New York orator advanced 
in his Memphis speech several days ago. 
It is the first time that such an argu- 
ment has made its appearance in the 
campaign. 

As a rule the advocates of the single 
gold standard contend that gold has not 
appreciated; that its value is substan- 
tially the same as it was in the begin- 
ning. To virtually admit that gold has 
appreciated and then to defend the 
standard after making that concession is 
an altogether new and _ ~original de- 
parture. 

Colonel Fellows seems to be wholly 
ignorant of the fact that a 200-cent dol- 
lar is just as dishonest as what he ealls 
au cheap dollar. The only difference be- 
tween the two is that the former bene- 
fits the millionaire while the latter bene- 
fits the masses. 

But the silver dollar is not a cheap 
dollar. It has the same purchasing 
power today that it had in the begin- 
ving, and its value has depreciated only 
in comparison with gold. Of the two 
metals it has shown itself by far the 
more desirable on account of the im- 
mulability of its purchasing power. 

To meet the arguments advanced by 
the friends of bimetallism it is well 
enough for the advocates of the single 
gold standard to contend that gold has 
not appreciated, but to uphold a 200- 
eent dollar as a blessing to the people, is 
manifestly absurd.

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A National Reunion. 

In spite of the sectional feeling which 
has vented itself now and then ditring 
the campaign, it cannot be denied that 
the animosities of civil war are slowly 
dving.

The country is again one. The {magt- 
nary line which once divided north from 
south is rarely ever mentioned any more, 
and few of the younger generation of 
American citizens know that there ever 
Was such a line. The veterans of the 
two armies are fast passing away, and 
if a reunion in token of a reunited coun- 
try on any extended scale is to be .held, 
the sooner it is held the better. The ma- 
jority of the leading union and confed- 
erate commanders are dead, and every 

‘ year the ranks of the grizzled veterans 
grow thinner. It is thirty years since the 
war closed, and if many more years pass 
before the reunion is held the roll call 
will enumerate the names of the dead 
chiefly. 

The reunion should be held by all 
means, as an evidence to the rising 
generation that the men who fought 
have buried all animosities and all sec- 
tionalism, and thatit is their unanimous 
desire that our flag shall float over a re- 
united country in all the future. 


The magnanimous sentiment of the fore- 
going editorial is sure to strike a re- 
sponsive chord wherever it is read in 
the south. \No bitter recollections of 
the late war are cherished in this sec- 
tion. Everything relating to that strug- 
gle has been forgotten save the memory 
of its surpassing heroism, and that can 
never die as long as patriotism abides. 
The south has always been onthe side 
of reconciliation. Scarcely had the war 
ended before the gifted -and gallant 
Lamar of Misissippi, in the glowing 
eulogium which he pronouticed upon 
the character of Charles Sumner. of 
Massachusetts, gave utterance to that 
sublime exhortation: “My e¢ountrymen, 
know one another and you will love one 
another.’ 

The suggestion of The Philadelphia 
Times is a good one, and will no doubt 
evoke a prompt and hearty response.

Bryan struck him as being strong and 
sincere. He was very hoarse. Captain Ellis 
admitted that his speech was a very enter- 
taining one. Captain Ellis ts a native of 
North Carolina and takes great interest in 
local politics in that state. The natives 
seem to be for free silver, he says. 

The Savannah Morning News says: 

“The people of this state do not care any- 
thing about the name ‘populist party,’ and 
that is what Mr. Watson is trying to per- 
petuate. They are interested in a settle- 
ment of the money question, and will vote 
with the party that has taken the stand 
which they believe to be right.

This will increase the acre- 
age devoted to pears in Georgia and Flor- 
ida, and make the crop one of vastly 
greater importance.

SOME PASSING POLITICS. 


The populist leaders pretend to\ be indig- 
nant at the exposure of the dissension in 
the ranks of their party and put up@ strong 
harmony talk, but when each gets out 
of hearing of the others he will adknowl- 
edge the truth of all the disclosures. | 

“Tom's coming back; of course he is not 
sore and nobody is sore about his absence,” 
is the slogan at the Wall street headquar- 
ters. This is repeated so many times daily 
that those who talk it have almost brought 
themselves to believe that it is true. 

But it isn’t. Tom is coming back, it !s 
true. It is equally true, however, that: 
Watson has expressed himself as disgusted 
with the necessity which forced the party 
to so strong an indorsement of Wright and 
his anti-local-option plank, to the exclusion 
of other matters. It is just as true that 
a great many of the middle of the road 
populists think just as Watson does, and 
that a good many of the newer converts 
are sore because of Watson’s absence dur- 
ing the past few wecks. 

“Yes, they say he is on his way back and 
I suppose he is,’’ remarked a well-known 
sixth district prohibitionist, who is acting 
in the Wright movement. “It is all very 
well for him to come back now, when it is 
too late to do any good. If he had stayed 
here and gone into the campaign for Seab 
Wright as earnestly as he has always 
gone into his own campaigns, or if he had 
even stuck to it as closely as he did in 
Judge Hines’s race, we might have stood 
some show. Of course Tom is a power—you 
all acknowledge that, and I believe if he 
had given the fight his personal direction 
he might have prevented the deflection of a 
lot of people we counted on, and we would 
have had a chance of carrying the state 
ticket through. As it js, we are not nearly 
in so good a shape as Judge Hines’s cam- 
paign was at this time two years ago. He 
might as well have stayed away alto- 
gether.”’ 

Watson has dates for several speeches 
and Chairman Cunningham expects him to 
fill them. These call for speeches at Spar- 
ta, Eastman, Arlington, Newnan, McDon- 
ough, Barnesville and Blue Ridge. 
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It is the talk that his coming to fill these 
appointments was only after earnest tele- 
graphic solicitation. Some of his closest 
friends say he ought to “‘keep away and let 
the cranks run the thing themselves,” as 
one of them put it coming in on a Georgia 
train yesterday. This man has been one of 
Watson’s strongest adherents from the first 
and there is no question about his stand- 
ing in the inner councils of the party. 
‘“‘They’ve about run it in the ground, as it 
is, and if he comes back he will be put in 
the same attitude we have been saying 
Sewall is up in ‘Maine. I’m disgusted, and a 
lot of the best of us are. The prohibition 
politicians who got hold of us before we 
knew it. promised to deliver us a great big 
demgratic vote. They promised us every 
preacher in Georgia, and said that they 
would put the state ticket through sure. I 
reckon they were honest in saying all that, 
but we were suckers all the same in being 
roped in. You can’t fight local option with 
sensible people. It is home rule and we all 
believe in that. The result of it all is that 
they have swallowed our party and knocked 
out any chances we may have had for be- 
coming a real party in Georgia.” 

“But they say they’re populists.” 

“Yes, they say that now. After they are 
beaten this year, where will they be? We 
will be swamped and so will they, but the 
humiliation will be on our shoulders. They 
accuse us of trying to profit by taking up 
this issue, but the shoe is on the other foot. 
The prohibition politicians are trying to 
use us. Im sore, I acknowledge it; but I 


have plenty of company.’’ 


Down in Colquitt county the populists re- 
fused to indorse the state ticket or the state 
platform. 

At the convention held at Moultrie a mo- 
tion to indorse Wright's candidacy was made 
and was so hotly discussed that to prevent 
its being openly rejected, the convention ad- 
journed, 

The failure to make nominations for the 
legislature in a number of counties is due 
to the populists being so lukewarm over the 
state ticket. 

The two factions are at loggerheads. They 
see the handwriting on the wall and each 
faction is busy now throwing the blame on 
the other. 

Georgia is the next state to act, her clec- 
tion coming on October 7. 

A great deal of interest is manifested in 
the Georgia result. The republican papers 
are already trying to discount the effect 
of that election by acknowledging that the 
majority will be a substantial one. 

If every democrat does his duty, both 
Maine and Vermont will receive a straight- 
from-the-shoulder answer. 

Colonel T. J. Lumpkin has for some time 
been a candidate for solicitor general for 
the Cherokee circuit. The announcement 
that Hon. Trammell Starr has no opposi- 
tion was, therefore, a mistake. 

Governor Atkinson left last night for 
Cusseta, where he speaks today. The gov- 
ernor will close his campaign with a speech 
in Newnan on the first Tuesday in October, 
the day preceding .the election. 

The populists have not yet united upon 
a senator from the twenty-ninth district. 
A. E. Strother, of Lincoln, was nominated, 
but the McDuffie and Columbia delegates 
refused to vote for him because he would 
not indorse the state platform, and the 
knot has not yet been untied. 


Colquitt county democrats will be found 
in line. The Moultrie Observer says: ‘““‘We 
feel satisfied that the democrats of Colquitt 
county will stand firm. The county has 
prospered under democratic administra- 
tions, and they will not take the risk that 
a change would involve.” 


The Brunswick Advertiser says: ‘‘Colonel 
Brantley has made some vote-winning 
speeches in his campaign. Probably no bet- 
ter speeches have ever been made by a 
congressional aspirant in the district. He 
has the faculty of holding his hearers, no 
matter how miscellaneous the crowd, to 
close attention. That he will get the banner 
majority of all the candidates for congress 
in the state is being confidently predicted.”

Judge Clarke directed Mr. Ryan's release 
on the grounds that the contempt pro- 
ceedings were insufficient. 

The case attracted wide attention and 
there were two factions. Mr. Ryan has 
had four fights about the case.

Judge Andy Calhoun will take up the 
assault case on Judge Gober this after- 
noon. Assault with intent to murder is 
a penitentiary offense. Assault and bat- 
tery is a misdemeanor and is punishable 
by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or impris- 
onment on the county chaingang for a 
term not exceeding twelve months or 
both in the discretion of the court.

'THE BAILIFF’S SALES DAY. 


A bailiff’s sale ran through most of yester- 
day on the open triangle around the old ar- 
tesian well site on Peachtree street. That 
side of the street on which the curiosity 
shop of bailiff’s levyings were stacked was 
choked with a mixed gathering of many 
stratas of humanity, principally those be- 
néath that which lies uppermost. 

The stock of goods to be offered was the 
miscellaneous collection of a month, repre- 
senting the devious foragings of several of- 
ficers in many little homes; little homes 
smitten with the blight of debt and lashed 
with the scourge of want. 

It was mostly household trappings, bed- 
steads, clocks, chairs, tables, trunks, mir- 


rors, settees, old silverware, valises, etc., 
etc. Forlorn and alone was a little bed so 
little that the rough crowd did not need to 
be told that it had been the nest of chil- 
dren, and that they had had their childish 
dreams upon it. But roughly thrown in 
with the rest, it had received no tender 
handling for the sentiment that needs must 
cling around each board and slat; but plant- 
ed insecurely on the cold stones of the 
streets, it stood, bare and cheap-looking, 
under the cold glare of the sky, a mere 
chattel of the court. 


Debt—that was the story. 

In the sorry display of booty that the 
bailiffs made there in the streets, the phys- 
ical embodiment of a legal effort to adjust 
financial balances, there was written in 
each worn piece of furniture the pathetic 
failure of hope and resolve and the merci- 
less power of debt. 

It beats at the rich man’s door and intro- 
duces the skeleton of want amid luxury and 
it hammers at the door of the grating 
counting house and little shop and noisy 
factory and open store, bringing despair. 
But when it comes for its tribute of blood 
at the home of the very poor—then, the 
ugliness of it, the tragedy and despair of 
it, the ruin of it, are most plainly shown. 
When it comes thus, the bailiffs bear its 
message. He knocks at the:door. The pale 
wife in her faded gown, timidly opens the 
door. Poverty is a cruel monster and makes 
cowards of its subjects; the spirit of the 
little woman is gone through the grinding 
process of need. . She lets the officer in. 
She sees the clock wrenched from the wall, 
where it has stood, ticking for so long that 
its face and voice are those of a friend; sees 
the bed taken to pieces and rudely carted 
out; sees the chairs disappear, and then, 
sitting down, she stares upon—vacancy and 
desolation. 


Back of the beds and the clocks and the 
mountain of things heaped up the street 
and hurriedly sold yesterday was perhaps 
a story—or many stories like this. But the 
only hint of human suffering that stood 
out was in the heap of things around which 
the rude and curious crowd gathered. It 
was a crowd gathered with the idea of get- 
ting something, and if one of them happen- 
ed to strike a bargain in something that 
was sold, what mattered it that it was 
snatched from the home of need, the debt- 
shadowed cot of the very poor. 

No thought like that came to the unthink- 
ing customers of the business-like bailiff. 
Sentiment did not lift up its shamed head 
there amid the wreck of homes. The heap 
of things stood for bargains to the crowd: 
to the bailiff they were things that he was 
anxious to get rid of and get off his hands. 

He held up the old family clock. A score 
of rude hands were outstretched for it. Two 
scores of eyes coldly inspected. ‘“‘Put it in 
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the trash pile—it’s no good,” one customer 
cor.cluded. 

‘Taint worth a quarter,” said another. 

‘Tt hain’t run since year afore last,’’ cried 
another, 

It went for a song—a mere drop in the 
wave of debt that it had been sacrificed to 


satisfy. 


Baliliff’'s prices are never high. Their 
cales days are bargain days with a consid- 
erable element of the public. Articles that 
represent great values to a stricken home 
are jeered at and sold for a trifle at the bai- 
liff’s block. Debt, after all, does not always 
get satisfaction, and while it lays waste to 
the home, it does not always satisfy its 
hungry appetite. The home trappings of 
the poor are mere trifles when they are up 
for sale before a bailiff’s audience. They 
are mean and sorry at best, but displayed 
in the street, under the auspices of the 
bailiff and with the blight of debt upon 
them, they seem infinitely cheaper than in 
reality they are. 

The sale yesterday Was a large one, and 
conducted with business-like regularity. If 
the beds and clocks wouldn't bring high 
prices they were knocked down at low ones. 
From a financial standpoint the returns 
were not of great volume, and the amount 
of debt canceled was out of all proportion 
to the desolation which the visits of the 
bailiffs had wrought in the homes where the 
stock for yesterday’S sale came from.

MUST PAY ITS DEBTS 


; Mutual Accident Association Policy 


Holders Up in Arms. 


ORDERED TO PAY ASSESSMENTS 


Corcern Is Dead but Courts Say Its 
Debts .Are Not. 


POLICY HOLDERS ARE LIABLE PRO RATA 


Twenty-Seven Hundred of Them in 
Georgia Receive Notice To Pay 
Assessments. 


About twenty-seven hundred Georgia pol- 
icy holders of the defunct United States Mu- 
tual Association, of New York, are up in 
arms against an order of the supreme court 
of New York. 

By the issuance of that order the policy 
holders of the concern are required to pay 
the debts of the association, which is now 
in the hands of a receiver. The accident 
association failed several months ago and 
it now appears that the policy holders 
throughout the country must come forward 
and pay the liabilities of the defunct con- 
cern. 

Yesterday a large number of the Atlanta 
policy holders received notice from the re- 
ceiver of the association that they must 
remit certain amounts due on account of 
liabilities still remaining unpaid, which 
were incurred by the association while the 
policy holders were members of th easso- 
ciation. The receiver’s notice was author- 
ized by the supreme court of New York, 
and it seems that the policy holders will be 
required to settle, under the law. 

It is asserted that policy holders in mu- 
tual or assessment companies are liable for 
the,debts of the association and that if the 
concern fails the creditors can demand the 
amount due them from the policy holders. 
The courts in many states have made that 
ruling, but it is probable that the Georgia 
holders of the policies of the Mutual Acci- 
dent Association will fight the case and 
refuse to pay the assessments. The policy 
holders are indignant and some of them 
declare that the effort to collect the as- 
sessments many months after the failure of 
the association will be fought to the last 
resort. The ruling of the receiver and New 
York courts is based on the contention 
that the policies carry with them liability 
on the pro rata plan, the policies being of 
different amounts and classes. 

The Receiver’s Notice. * 

The notice sent out by the receiver in 
New York follows: 

“New York Supreme Court—The People 
Of the State of New York versus the United 
States Mutual Accident Association of the 
City of New York. 

“New York, September 15, 1896.—In pursu- 
ance of an order of the supreme court of 
the state of New York, made June 10, 18%, 
by Hpn. Abraham R. Lawrence, justice of 
the sQpreme court, you are hereby required 
to pay to Henry Winthrop Gray, received 
of the United States Mutual Accident As- 
sociation, the sum of , within thirty 
days from the date hereof, that sum being 
the amount found due from you on account 
of liabilities still remaining unpaid which 
were incurred by the said associaton while 
you were a member thereof and while your 
certificate of membership, division 
No. ———, was in force.

Some Decisions on the Point. 

Extracts from some decisions on the lia- 
bility of policy holders in assessment as- 
sociations follow: 

‘The holders of certificates—in assessment 
or co-operative assiciations—are co-members 
of the associations, who have in effect 
agreed to insure each other. The insured 
agrees to meet mortuary assessments, from 
time to time, as they become due.” 

‘‘Members cannot take advantage of ir- 
regularities on the part of the association 
to escape payment of assessments.”’ 

“A certificate holder may be and has been 
compelled to pay assessments against his 
will. and may be so compelled to pay dur- 
ing life.’’ 

“The amount of this personal liability 
can never be fixed bv the assured, nor even 
known by him in advance.”’ 

“There ix no way to escape the liability. 
Mere refusal to pay an assessment does not 
release a member from it. Their promises 
are not secured by capital, reserve or sur- 
lus.’”’ 

. “The by-laws of such associations consti- 
tute a part of their insdrance contract, by 
which the holder is bound. These by-laws 
may be changed at any time, without the 
consent or knowledge of the insured.”’ 

“The beneficiary can compel an agssocia- 
tion to levy an assessment, the court will 
oblige the officers to assess, or. in event of 
their failure to do so, the court, at the ad- 
ditional expense to the members, may do 
so through its own officers.” 

One Thousand Atlanta Policy Holders. 

Mr. James Prince was the Atlanta agent 
for the Mutual company, and he issued 
about 1,000 policies to Atlanta citizens. All 
of the policies contained a clause to the 
effect that they were subject to the rules 
and regulations of the company, but, it is 
assorted that in issuing the policies, it was 
claimed by the agent that they were non- 
assessable. It is said that William L. 
Smith, secretary of the association, author- 
izei the statement. 

About eighteen of the policy holders in 
this city are employed at the Everett-Rid- 
ley-Ragan establishment, about eight~ at 
John Silvey’s and about a dozen at inman, 
Smith & Co.’s. All of the policy holders at 
these places discussed the matter yeSter- 
day, and with others it was resolved to 
fight payment of the assessments ordered 
collected by the New York court.

Wheat Was Active Yesterday, Closing 
Nearly a Cent Higher. 

Chicago, September 21.—Wheat struck a 
rapid advance, during the last half hour of 
today’s session, and during that period not 
only retreived an early loss of 4gc. from Sat- 
urday, but in addition made a gain in price 
over that day's close of the same amount. 
As the session approached a close the north- 
west began to buy, and it was learned that 
the incentive was a claim of a prominent 
miller that the largest spring wheat sec- 
tions would not raise one-half as much as 
they did in 1895. Shorts in this market be- 
came nervous at this, and the consequence 
Was seen in the sharp upturn which occur- 
red. December wheat opened at 6lc., sold 
at between 6016 and 60% and 62\c., closing 
at 62%,.@62\4c., 4@7ec. higher than Saturday. 
Cash wheat was %c. lower early, but closed 
strong and nominally 4c. higher than Sat- 
urday. 

Corn—The corn market was weak and 
lower, sympathy with wheat early: largely 
influencing the tone, whilst at the same 
time the regular news was not calculated 1 
to infuse courage among holders. Prices 
rallied some with wheat at the close, but 
did not partake of the § entire’ strength 
shown by that grain. May corn opened at

Cash corn was 
lower, closing steady. 

Oats were quiet and easier until the bulge 
in wheat took place, when they rallied in 
sympathy.

Paine-Murphy Co.’s Grain Letter. 

Atlanta, Ga., September 21:—It seems 
selftevident, from the action of the wheat 
market today and the character of the 
news received, that the feeling is decidedly , 
bullish and that the break of %c from Sat- 
urday’s closing was taken advantage of by 
some strong parties who have been waiting 
for a reaction to buy on. Chicago scalpers 
sold quite freely during the forenoon, being 
influenced by the news which was rather 
unfavorable to higher prices. Liverpool 
opened %4d lower and closed with a loss of 
about 1d, while Paris and Berlin were 
from % to lc lower. Private dispatches es- 
timated the world’s wheat shipments large, 
at over 8,000,000 bushels for the week, but 
this received only a secon@ary considera- 
tion, owing to the fact that private esti- 
mates are generally at wide variance with 
the official figures, but the visible supply 
showed an increase of over 2,000,000 bushels, 
whereas only about 1,250,000 increase was 
expected. This caused a decline to the low 
point of the day, but offerings were not 
large, and early sellers found it more 
difficult than they expected to cover their 
sales. New York and St. Louis parties were 
selling around the opening, but later be- 
came buyers. Buying from the northwest 
was also quite conspicuous, it being claim- 
ed that Minneapolis mills are finding it 
hard to get cash wheat and are therefore 
buying freely of December. With such a 
condition prevailing in the spring wheat 
districts it makes the general situation all 
the stronger. Clearances were not large at 
250,000 bushels. The market is certainly in 
the hands of strong parties. Bears are tim- 
id, and the outiook for higher prices is en- 
couraging to holders. 

Corn was quite heavy, at one time de- 
clining % to %c, but became firmer with 
the advance in wheat. The selling was for 
Chicago account. 

Provisions were quite active, advancing 

om the opening quite sharply on buying 
bx packers, later selling off on realizing 
by\ holders, but closed steady.

“Meanwhile what is the reason that at 
the present moment American women pfrac- 
tically own London? That they set the 
fashions. have—not to exaggerate—five ad- 
mirers to every English woman's one—and 
the pick of the best mfen? A great Many 
obvious reasons have been advanced, 
They are prettier, cleverer, more vivacious, 
more natural, dress better—which #® to 
the eye what music is to the soul—have 
a born and acute understanding of men, 
less religion—above all, more money. 
“These reasons ure all good, but a little 
analysis will show that they do not hold 
water. Spanish and Austrian women 
more beautiful than Anrfericans. The 
French woman is equally clever and Vi- 
yacious, dresses as well, and what she does 
not know about men is not worth record- 
ing. With the Catholic races, at least, 
reigion is an airy convention, not calcu- 
lated to make men wish that all women 
were Pagans: and there are heiresses all 
over the world. 

“The one manifest point, therefore, upon 
Which the American wonran is sui generis. 
is her’ naturalness, her habit of thinking 
out loud, her lack of self-consciousness 
of mannerism. All English women talk 
as if they had studied elocution. An Amer- 
ican voice, even when trainante, has the 
effect of spontaneity. And so with the 
manner, the habit of thought, the quleck, 
fresh way of looking at life. 

“But this quality delightful is 
hardly strong enough to constitute more 
than a pasSing charnr, and the American 
woman's foothold in England is growing 
firm as the years go bv. She has come 
to stay. and what is more, no English- 
man seems to be terrified by his brothef’s 
choice. 

“Under the obvious reason, or rather set 
of reasons. there must, then, be a funda- 
mental and psychological reason. English- 
men rarely marry European women, with 
all their manifol@ charms. They make 
love in Paris. Vienna, Venice and Yoko- 
hama, but the foreigner they marry. fs 
the American. It must be, therefore, that 
they recognize in American women some- 
thing that they must want—somrething that 
the women of their own country cannot 
give them.

The American Woman by No Means 
an Obscure Factor.

The American woman has

sessor of an inventive genius of a high or- 
der almost with the opening of the doors of 
the patent office. A catalogue of her earn- 
est endeavors In various branches mechan- 
indicate the alert mentality of the 
American woman. 

The first patent granted to a woman 
was in 1809, when Mary Keis, of Connecti- 
cut, was given one on a machine for weav- 
ing straw with silk or thread, This was 
probably one of the best ever put on the 
market, for every part was simply and ac- 
curately adjusted. Since that time hundreds 
of patents have been issued to women for 
every style of skillful invention. 

The first submarine telescope 
was originated by Sarah P. Mather in 
1845. The model of this clever invention 
occupies a prominent position in one of the 
large glass cases in the patent office de- 
voted exclusively to women inventors. It 
is made of highly polished lenses. Now 
that submarine warfare is practiced this 
device will command greater attention 
than ever before. 

In the same glass case with the telescope 
are facsimiles of machines for carrying 
cinders under locomotives, instead Of al- 
lowing them to fly into the eyes of suffer- 
ing travelers when the windows are open- 
ed: and improvements in locomotive wheels 
to assist in going up an inclined piane. 
Here also are lifeboats and life-preservers, 
propellers for boats and devices for rais- 
ing sunken vessels. dredging machines and 
improved breech-loading firearms. —

It seems that a certain Charles P. Mund, 
of Philadelphia, now occupies the old 
house, No. 239 Arch stret, the old 
home of the Ross family. In 1776 Mrs. Ross, 
who was an upholsterer and expert needle- 
woman, lived in a two-story tenement in 
Philadeiphia, still standing and now num- 
bered 239 Arch street.

This negro, who it seems attempted to 
kill the officer, is very black, and very tall.

He was 
caught early yesterday morning by the de- 
tectives and the evidence is positive that 
he made the assault. ze 

Davis was identified yesterday by Will 
Anderson, a young white man, who was 
standing within a few feet of Captain Jen- 
nings when he was struck, and saw the 
negro run down the street. Anderson i, seae 
sued the fugitive, but after an exciting 
chase of several blocks he gave up the 
chase and allowed the negro to escape. 

It Seems that Davis was one of the gaug 
who were shooting craps in the stairway of 
the Imperial theater, when Officer Bates 
surprised them. There were four in all and 
the names of the others are Wesley Tali, 
Arthur Schols and Edward Morgan. 

After their game was so rudely disturbed, 
Davis and Hall ran down Decatur street. 
Captain Jennings was standing on the curb- 
ing in trent of the Excelsior laundry, and 
as he started the street to stop 
Hall, Davis struck him a stinging blow 
on the side of the face, felling him heavily 
to theg round. 

The captain was taken to the station 
house and afterwards to his home. He is 
suffering from an ugly wound in his face, 
but no serious results are expected, He 
was resting some easier last night. 

Caught Them Gambling. 

The detectives were put to work on the 
case, and succeeded in finding the young 
man who saw Captain Jennings strucr. 
Just before day Sunday morning the whole

Very Rapidly. 


THE EARLIEST IN MANY YEARS 


More Than Half a Million Bales Al- 
ready Marketed. 


SOME INTERESTING COMPARISONS MADE 


Gecrgia Is Producing Three Times as 
Much Sea Island Cotton as Any 
Other State. 


oe ee 


Estimates of che damage sustained by the 
present cotton crop are still little more than 
guesses. It is practically impossible at this 
time to tell the amount of injury except in 
a general way. 
Of one thing cotton men are satisfied, and 
that is that, Georgia and the Carolinas have 
suffered much less than Texas and Arkan- 
sas. In the latter states and in that vi- 
cinity the drought has been worse than 
in many years. Accompanying the drougit 
was the severest attack of continuous hot 
weather seen in Texas in a long time, 
The crop started with most brilliant pros. 
pects. Kleven million bales would have 
been gathered if the same favcrable condi- 
tions which existed up to July 20th had 
continued. Conservative estimates now 
place the crop at from 8,000,000 to 8,500,000 
bales, 
Not in many years has the cotton crop 
been moved as rapidly as it is being moved 
this season. The report of the last Finan- 
cial Chronicle, which was received here 
yesterday, shows that last week’s receipts 
were 245,183 bales, against 154,785 bales of 
the week before. The total receipts Since 
September ist are 462,175 bales, against 102,- 
21 bales for the same period in 1895, show- 
ing an increase of 309,754 bales for this sea- 
son. 
The season ‘of 1891 was as early as this 
year, but all intervening years show a 
qrarked decrease in the receipts up to this 
time of the year. 
Beginning September ist and 18th each 
year, the total receipts for the past six 
years were as follows:

The receipts at the principal towns and 
cities of Georgia for the past week and 
from September Ist, as compared to last 
year, are as follows: 
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The Sea Island Crop. 
The crop of sea island or long staple 
cotton will be nruch larger this year than 
ever before. Georgia is far in advance of 
any other state that raises this staple, 
which brings a much higher price than the 
uplund staple. 

Georgia last year produced 60,522 bales of 
sea island cotton, while Florida only raised 
21,664 and South Carolina only 19,010 bales. 
All other southern states together only pro- 
duced 991 bales. Last year’s supply amount- 
ed to 93,187 bales, as compared to 74,839 in 
1894-95. 

The following table illustrates how Geor- 
gia’s production has increased on that of 
her sister states in the past eight years:

“The early crop will not have the usual 
effect upon the market except probably to 
make money 4a little hard at first, as most 
notes are made payable in October, which 
is the usual time the crop begins to move. 
I do not think the crop will be unusually 
large, but we will not handle it in as 
short a time as we might if the farmers 
did not hold it back.”
